Why not make a festive occasion of the weeding out and sharing of our 
usable surplus possessions? Things which have ceased to be useful to 
us, things we are tired of, could begin life all over again under our 
neighbor's Christmas tree. Why not do it now, and make honsecleaning 
a joyful, generous, friendly act? 

"Mother should not do this Christmas salvage work alone, however. 
Every memlMr of the household should join in a hunt through closets, 
negl«et«d drawars, the attic. AH of them should overhaul their books. 
U it is pot hi the light of an opp o r t u n ity for Christmas givfaig in which 
all membari of the family can join, they will probably be surprised by 
the tkhva ulrieh turn up on the pile to^be given away. Here, for in- 
stance, is an overcoat whteh father hirs treasured for years, thinking 
the time myUtt come whah be wooM wear ft again. But thera ci« 
rfdveriag nmi #alkhig the streets wKhont any eoata at iril thaae days. 
Or MHr H M all 4<Mt, p tt m rti hi motMMls as «cMi an Mrfoom. 
You tliQwht time and time again that it was too good to part with, 
but remember that there are children who go to bed wrapped in news- 
pa^rs, and still are cold. 

"Be very careful about one thing. Don't give rubbish. Rubbish is 
no good to anyone. Clean and renovate what can be salvaged. What 
you are looking for is gifts, somethhig you can enjoy giving, something 
you would be proud to see someone els eenjoy. A<go« test of what to 
give is whether you would be glad to receive it younelf. 

"To collect and distribute these gifts effectively should not be 
difficult. If onp f'erson in each community makes it his job to provide 
leadership, and if the rest of the community is willing to cooperate. A 
committee should be formed to work with the organizations which know 
who the needy are, so that the gifts may be properly apportioned and 
distributed. 

"Everyone who reads this appeal can help push the campaign. The 
time for organization is now. Take it up with your clubs and your 
churches, draw upon the energy and civic pride of the Rotary, the 
Kiwanis and the Lions Clubs, and on the experience of the welfare 
agencies. 

"This movement could be made to echo through every community 
in the United States. It would help to draw communities together, 
whether large or small; It would make them conscious of the needs of 
those who have too little, and it would offer the chance for a real com- 
munity Christmas. Ministers would surely be glad to announce this 
campaign from their pulpits; Iwal radio stations and newspapers would 
gladly give information about it. In mi^ny communities firemen have 
for years j:eneroU8ly helped similar campaigns. Merchants, Boy Scouts, 
Girl Scouts, would surely be helpful volunteers in the work of collecting 
the gifts. 

"On Christmas morning some attics would be emptier, but some 
bare homes would be better furnished. Moths might have less food 
this winter, but many human beings would be warmer. 

"Here seems to me an idea which would be both far-reaching and 
good fun. Surely Americans have the organization, common sense and 
good will to carry it out successfully. 

"Christmas is the time of year when we ought to remember how 
much more blessed It is to give than it is to kee|»!"

More than S3,00<),000 Christmas 
Seals, symbt^a of the war against 
tuberculosis, were distributed 
throughout Virginia last FViday, 
Miss Leslie Combs Foster, execu- 
tive secretary of the Virginia Tu- 
berculosis Association, announced 
this week. Of this number, not less 
than 240,000 were distributed to a 
list of 1,200 residents of Princess 
Anne County by Mrs. Rufus Parks, 
general chairman of the local asso- 
ciation. 

From this campaign, which will 
be brought to a close on Ctiristmas 
[j^y, not less than $90,000 is ex- 
pected to be realized for the re- 
lentless warfare waged in Virginia 
against the ravages of tuberculosis. 
Miss Foster stated, adding that in 
1936 tlwK were 1,918 deaths re- 
ported in t^ state from the dis- 
ease, of which 608 occurred be- 
tween the ages of fifteen and thirty. 
The <yM«a for Princess Anne 
County has been established at 
1766.75. f. 

W»A* iaised Last Year 

Last year, $698.54 was raised lo- 
cally for the anti-tuberculosis work, 
and the increased amount is now 
being sought to take care of the 
expanding program now facing the 
association. Of all funds collected 
here, 80 pert cent remains for local 
activity, th# remaining 20 per cent 
gohug to tie State offices for the 
promulgati^ of the general pro- 
gram. ^ 0,^ 

During tfie past year, the local 
association sponsored a tuberculin 
clinic, where 77 children were ex- 
amined by chest specialists. This 
clinic, which has become an annual 
affair in the county, is one of but 
a few being sponsored in the state 
by the local associations, and the 
results obtained as a result of the 
investigations have been favorably 
commented on by health officials 
and local physicians.

The en- 
tire project will inv«>lve capital ex- 
penditure;; of approximately |26,- 
0(H), acording to officials of the 
telephone company. It is expected 
that the service will be started 
earlv in 19:!8. 



Day and Night Service 

Lynn completion of the new sys- 
tem, telephone service will Oe pos- 
sible at any hour of the day or 
night between any land telephone 
and any water craft which is equip- 
ped with transmitting and receiving 
apparatus and is within range of 
the land ra<iin telephone station to 
be erected here.

Formosa and Korea, Manchou- 
koo; Jehol and Chahar, North Chi- 
na; Hong Kong (British), the Phil- 
ippines, the Dutch East Indies, 
French Indo-China— all these ter- 
ritories either have be^irsacquired 
by Japan in less thaiTa half-cen- 
tary'a advance, or have been men- 
tioned by Japanese as logical aims 
in Uie empire's expansion. What 
chance is there of such a program's 
fulfillment? What need has Japan 
of these areas? What treatment 
would the conquered peoples receive 
under tokyo? What would be the 
acquisitions' worth to Japan? 
What would be the effect upon the 
world? 

Unless a follower of foreign af- 
fairs has some data upon which to 
base answers to these questions, he 
has not even the beginning of an 
understanding about the Far East. 
In "Japan Over Asia," William 
Henry Chamberlin, for two years 
chief Far Eastern correspondent of 
the Christian Science Monitor, has 
achieved a practical and compre- 
hensive description of the situation 
up through the opening of the 
latest hostilities. The history and 
economy behind present events, to- 
gether with moral issues, spiritual 
quantities and past indications of 
future developments, are put on 
paper for quick application by in- 
terested minds. 

Mr. Chamberlin does not yield to 
the school which holds colonial pos- 
sessions unimportant. He finds 
weight in their arguments, but he 
notes that* propounders of these 
views are usually citizens of the 
stales richest in colonies. He is 
forced to consider the position of 
a nation poor in natural resources, 
surrounded by mines and planta- 
tions exploited for the gain of for- 
eigners and hemmed in by tarl/s 
which place the nation's manufac- 
tures at a disadvantage or by 
quotas which largely cxiliu'.^ .1; u 
Moreover, contr.niy it i.iu. li taiii 
on the subject, tho ptuilia.x' of ra,v 
materials for the: o )■)", uifi.cturc. 
cannot always te coiuku t I ca nn 
equal basis with other o lurifi'i--. 

A kindred problem is that of 
population pressure. With an area 
less than California's, Japan must 
support a population twelve times 
as great. Furthermore, only 15.6 
per cent of the land in Japan prop- 
er is fit to be cultivated — as against 
43.7, for example, in Germany. 

Mr. Chamberlin does not occupy 
time with taking up the obvious 
eventualitj taht some day all the 
world's habitable land will be oc- 
cupied and we shall be forced to 
find some other solution than col- 
onizing. Not until every portion 
of the globe has been overrun and 
overpopulated will the force of cir- 
cumstances brings the adjustments 
which would prevent bloodshed if 
they were made now. This is not 
aiv. ideal world, and certainly Japan 
has done no less than most to make 
it ideal. Meanwhile, Japan, like 
everyone else, settles her needs by 
force. 

It is with the practical working- 
out of the situation that Mr. Cham- 
berlin deals. He examines Japan's 
developm«it of Manchoukwt, finds 



that colonization has proceeded 
with some difficulty, bat discovers 
that the natural resources will be 
of value to the Emf ire. He praises 
the Nippoiiese^uhistriai srganiza- 
tion of the co^try, reveals that 
the best of evi^ythJag g^s to the 
conquerors, but notes that the na- 
tives receive incidental benefits 
never Yemotely possible under 
home rule; and finally he marks 
little enthusiasm in Mauchoukuo 
for alien regime. 

The Powers have made different 
approaches to the spectre of Japa- 
nese expansion. The United SStates 
o..?."''"'"«f ^ withdraw from the 
Philippines, and military plans en- 
vision the abandonment of the is- 
lands immediately in case of war 
with the Island Empire. This stand, 
of course, is an open invitation in 
such a world as today's, ^ow seri- 
ously Britain and Holland take the 

hreat of Tokyo may be seen from 
the construction of a $35,000,000 
t-nglish air and naval base at Sing- 
apore, and the feverish efforts of 
Holland to control the air from her 
stronghold at Surabaya. 

Chamberlin is no niere material- 
ist. He takes into account the mys- 
tery of the Oriental mind; the fan- 
aticism of the Japanese, the calm 
mdividualism of the Chinese-the 
aptitude of the Japanese for West- 
ern industry, the grasp of the Chi- 
nese for Western philosophies. He 
recognizes the complexity of the 
situation, and puts it on paper so 
far as a man may understand it. 

Japan Over Asia" is the broad- 
nimdcd man'8 text of the Orient to- 
day.

In his Christmas Seal proclama- 
tion, President Roosevelt said: "The 
aid of every American is needed in 
this cause. Tuberculosis is every- 
body's problem. I therefore urge 
al Ito do .their part generously in 
sopiwrting the thirty-fiirst annual 
Ch^t Seal sa^e." 

"In launching a more intense and 
specific battle against tuberculosis 
money as well as strenuous effort 
are vr 'e q a i r e d," Surgeon-General 
Thomas Parran declared.

Some 140,000 children in 
"iehols in the Tidewater area will 
see the poster . this month, and 
teacher will direct their attention 
to the need for observing this and 
other simple rules of safety, in 
crossing streets and highways.

The colorful December poster is 
in bright orangp and hlno, ard (de- 
picts anotlier street adventure of 



the popular dog "Ace" and his 
pups. Ace.'Vs a character in the 
poster series, has caught the in- 
terest of thousands of children 
throughout the country. 

Not only is the slogan applica- 
ble to the street habits of children, 
Mr. Dey said, but adult pedestrians 
should take it to heart. Last year 
more than 15,000 persons met their 
death while walking. They liter- 
ally "walked to death" because 
many did not observe proper rules 
of conduct, while others misjudged 
the speed of approaching cars. 

"Our adult population must learn 
to observe the simple rules of street 
conduct taught our children," he 
said. "Our children are far ahead 
of us as earful pedesti^ians, and 
much of the credit for their low 
accident record must go to the 
teachers of America who constantly 
;• inind the youngsters to "look 
both ways before Crossing."

cated in Baltimore. • 

Tn Discuss Program 
The cooperative fertilizer pro- 
gram will be discussed by W. G. 
Wysor, T. K. Wolfe, director of 
distribution, and 0. L. Stubbs, fer- 
tilizer production manager, all of 
Southern States Cooperative; M. 
G. Mann, general manager of 
pHrmers' Cooperative Exchange, 
and Senator W. W. Eagles, presi- 
dent of that organization. 

C. M. Williamson, Norfolk, a 
director of Southern States Co- 
operative, will preside at the meet- 
ing. 

In connection with the coopera- 
tive fertilizer meeting will be held 
the Annual Patrons' Meeting of 
Southern States Norfolk Ser\'ice, a 
local cooperative owned and con- 
trolled by farmers in the Norfolk 
area and operated in thejir interest. 
It did last year a business amount- 
ing to $176,(HK). J. W. Halstead. 
member of the Advisory Board, and 
B. M. Williams, manager, of the 
Norfolk Service will appear on the 
program. The other members of 
the present Advisory Board are P.

The Norfolk Service paid patrons 
a 4 per cent patronage dividend 
this year on purchases, in addition 
to a 6 per cent dividend on out- 
standing capital stock.

Eight Children in Faaaily 

Thto is another family of eight children, ranging in ages from 
one to fifteen years, with father and mother living. The father is 
old and sick. The mother is able to work, but her intelligence is too 
limited even to understand the cooking of food given to 
her. The father and children are driven to the fields to eat potatoes 
dug from the soil and com stripped from stalks. 

The entire family was taken to the clinic, at which time only 
two beds were available. The doctor and nurse chose first the flather, 
believing that if he regained his health he could resume his place in 
the family as the food provider. Decision wavered over two others— 
the thirteen-year-old boy was emaciated and covered with sores, his 
fifteen year old brother was running a temperature— and the young 
er boy finally was accepted for treatment. 

While in the cUmc, one of tbe younger children cried that he was 
hungry. A loaf of bread an(| a quart of milk were offered and con- 
sumed so rapidly that attendants dashed off for more. Since then, 
food and clothing have been provided and the famUy divided and 
placed with relatives. They are still in need of clothes. 



inteillgeiit Mother in Cliaive of Family 

Another white family of six children— boys, 11, and 5; girls. 
7. 2 and 10 months— is looked after by a widowed mother, the 
father having died in a saiUtartum last January. The Depart, 
ment of Public Welfare enables the family to be kept together 
Ixy giving a monthly allowance which covers only absolutee neces 
slties. 

The children live in the country and have to walk two miles 
to the school bus. This is a courageous mother making a definite, 
intelligent attempt to reAr her children as good citizens. 



Many Other Cases 

Such stories, horrible in the tale of poverty, disease and 
suffering which they offer, mlrht be preaented at length and in 
great number. Thsy are actual cases, all concerned are white 
residmts of Princess Aime County and all are are deserving of 
assistance. The daily struggle for the meanest food is so difficult 
that nothing extra can be anticipated for Christmas, and some 
will be fortunate if there is as much as a piece of coinbrcad for 
each mebber df the family. Toys and clothing are not even to 
be considered, unless sufficient contributions are received by the 
sponsors of the Christmas Fund to make such possible.

VICTIMS FOUND 



Salvage of Plane Finally 
Effected on Monday Morn- 
ing by Searching Party 



The bodies of Aviation Catet J.

TOURIST TRAVEL 
GAINS IN STATL 



Seven Months of Heaviest 
Patronage Ahead af Fig- 
ures for Previoos Year 



The Virginia Commission on 
Ccmservstion and Devetopment 
has estimated that tourist travel 
in Virginia from April through 
October, the heaviest travel period 
of the year, averaged almut 38 per 
cent ahead of tt>c mhw period 
of last year. StMistlcs complied 
by the Virginia Beach Chamber 
of Cmrunerce for a similar period 
indicate ihat the aitatewlde in. 
crease in tourtot attenduioe has 
been approximately that accorded 
to this community during the 
seven mortths whleh ended Nov- 
ember 1. 

Throughout the state, an In- 
crease In travel was noted in each 
of these months when comparec 
with the same months of lasi 
year. April showed a gain of 25 
per cent; May, 88 per cent; June.

20 per cent: September, 
25 per cent, and October, 15 pei 
cent,

Ttot 
aU kiofcs stoide enough and on 
it<~faoe wottM mate it appear an 
easy way to shift tto burdens of 
the several states to the federal 
government. After Uncle Sam 
takes up ttie load it to Bunwaed 
we Aould forget aU atout it. 

It to a mmrgence ol tto n>lrit 
of "let Uhcle Sam do it" just as 
though he were a real thtog apart 
and outside the citiaenry. One of 
tto troubles with us to that we 
regard the venerable gentleman 
as a sort of modem Midas whom 
we only tove to command and 
tto money nrtto our way. This 
leaning tendency, as we tove tried 
so often to potot out. is respon.

According to Lin Yutang, the 
philosophy of the West is clflefly 
concei-ned wltli why we live, that 
of China with how to live. As a 
consequence, the European or Am- 
erican takes his life tool, seriously 
and misses a great deal of the 
sheer Joy that life canprovide 
if we would only go s^bdtit the 
game of living less logically and 
more zestfully. 

In fact, thinks Mi. Lin, one of 
the greatest faults of the West is 
in trying to be too logical, wh»i, 
as a matter of fact, logic is one 
of our most disappointing tools, 
yielding a very sterile return at 
best. A perfectly logical wo|rld 
would 4)e a world in which all^ 
answers would be known in 
advance. In such a world there 
would be no adventure, no excite- 
ment, no zest, and little if any 
beauty, because there would be no 
uncertainty. There would be no 
fiction, no poetry, no art of any 
kind for there would be no Mpira- 
Uons, no struggle, no movement, 
no problems. 

Man is. after all. an animal, and 
he Is of necessity most concerned 
in this life with the animal pro- 
cesses, whether he admits It ui 
not. He wants to be fed, to be 
clothed and housed, and to per- 
petuate his kind. He differs 
chiefly from the other animals in 
liiat he possesses a high degree of 
imagination so that he can weave 
into the pattern of life, along with 
these animal processes, threads 
of graciousneas and beauty. Tne 
cultured man is he who hl^ 
learned to beautify his living ^ 

But logic often gets the cait 
befmre the horse. For example, 
we usually eat in order to work, 
where the natural way is to work 
in order to eat. Man in the only 
animal to mtke this mistake. And, 
by simply extending the idea, we 
do so many things .simply or chief- 
ly to increase our efficiency fox 
work: instead of enjoying the 
products of our labors we invest 
them in order to labor more to 
get more to make our labor more 
productive, keeping up a vicious 
circle that enlarges forever. 

Uficiency. then, thinks Mr. Un, 
Is (me of the gieatest of human 
faults, ^d among Americans 
eq>eciallyH becomes very shocking 
Ttw three great Amerteui 
in his view, are efficlaicy. 
IHmctuallty. and the w(»ship of 
success. The curse of these vices 
Is that they deprMS and circum- 
scribe us, and leave no time nor 
NMrgy for the enjc^ment of liv- 
ing. Ih the pursuit (tf these things 
we deny our true selves and neg- 



lect the great moments as they 
come and go. 

"The Importance of Llvhig" is 
a very civilized book, and much 
more logical than it professes to 
be. In fact, a good deal of what 
Mr. Un says is uttered with his 
tongue In his cheek. Perhaps, 
then, it is not logic which is en- 
tirely at fault; maybe we have the 
wrong kind of logic. At any rate, 
Mr. Lin can help us towatd a 
more intelligent checking Qp of 
our logic, whether we need to 
abandon it entirely or no. 

Scattered throughout the book 
are many bits culled from the 
Chinese philosophers of the past. 
A few of the names of these phil- 
osophers will be familiar to the 
average leader, but many of them 
are but slightly known, even in 
their own land. This dpe§ hot 
make what they havejM) say any 
the less interesiing: With one 
accord they were concerned with 
making the mtmt of what the aver- 
age man^__o]:/even the less-than- 
man, can call his own. 
They were extremely practical, 
these philosophers whom Mir. Un 
quotes. They were concerned with 
eatdng and drinking, with the 
family and the home, with gardens 
and animels and children and 
bodu and work and play. They 
felt these thhtgs are important be- 
cause 80 much of life is concerned 
with them. And so they built up 
a phllos(H>hy every man can 
understand because it Is full of the 
things we have to deal with, whe- 
ther we want to or not. 

"The Impoitance of Living" is 
a book with a definite value and a 
decided charm, and it will not only 
bear reading; much of it will bear 
re-reading.

New Travel Record 

* The statement of Mr. Kyhn goes 
on to say that motor travel this 
year will, hit an all-time high, with 
some 20,000,000,000 gallons of 
gasoline being consumed by the 
end of 1937. The 30,000,000 motor 
vehicles now on the nation's high- 
ways will have traveled during 
the year approximately 300,000,- 
000,000 miles. The national aver- 
age price of gasoline in 1937 has 
been approximately 14.5c. per 
gallon, as compared with n^aily 
30c. per gallon in 1920. If 1920 
prices had prevailed, and the in- 
come of motorists was sufficient- 
ly large (which it is not) to have 
enabled them to purchase gasoline 
at the 1920 prices, the cost of 
ga8<dlne for the year would have 
totaled $6,000,000,000. 

This trend towards lower gaso. 
line prices has been an impoitant 
factor In bringing about the re- 
markable expansion in automotive 
ownership to a point where two 
out of every three families in the 
nation own an automobile and to 
the point where more than half of 
the automobiles in the United 
States are owned by families hav- 
ing Incomes of less than $30 a 
wedc.

continues to be a major Hiller sole- 
ly because in so many cases the 
discovery of its presence is lament- 
ably and inexcusably postponed. 

"Tuberculosis, In common with 
other outstanding killers, can be 
and frequently is insidious in its 
onslaught. But, after all, thin is 
scarcely a real excuse for failing to 
detect it, inasmuch as in the ma- 
jority of cases definite warning 
signs exist. 

"The cardinal signs are: 1. A 
cought that persists; 2. Loss of 
weight; 3. Easy tiring. A combina- 
tion of any of these indications, or 
the presence of any one of them, 
calls for an immediate check-up 
with the family doctor. While it 
is entirely possible that one may 
have these symptoms and yet be 
tuberculosis-free, no chances should 
be taken on that assumption. 

"The postponement attitude, un- 
der such circumstances, not only is 
foolish but even may result in an 
unnecessarily prolonged illness or 
premature death. Prompt action, 
no matter how unimportant ttie 
symptoms may ^^pear to be* means 
i Ufa, hop* and care."

Afoinlenance of Commodity Valuea and Income aa Fair Level 
to Eliminate Such Unhealthy Practices In Agriculture 
Said Aim of New Conservation Program 



Maintenance of farm prices and 
income at a fair level so farmers 
will not be forced to mine the fer- 
tility out of their soU by over, 
cropping or other unwise use of 
the land is one of the principal 
aims of the 1B38 agricultuial con. 
servatlon program. H. W. Odih. 
county agent asserted this week. 
If farm commodity prices are 
ruintHJsly low, he said, farmers 
tend to overcrop land in an effort 
to make up In quantity of produc- 
tion what tkey lack Ui unit prices, 
and if prices are abnormally high, 
farmers tend to mine the fertility 
out of the soil to get as much 
cash as possible. 



Thus, under the pinch of low 
prices and reduced income, the 
cmmty agent explained, farmers 
virtually are forced to overcrop 
theh- soil year after year, to keep 
every passible acre in cash crops. 
even though this depletes their soil 
and subjects it to erosion. They 
are forced to do this because their 
fixed charges do not go down 
when prices of the things they sell 
go down. In an effort to get 
enough money to pay their taxes, 
mter^t and necessary production 
co^, farmere often are forced to 
tiy all the harder to produce as 
much as they can.

We sre in complete agreement 
wtth the editOTtel wMch recently 
appeared in the Norfolk Virgin- 
lan.l>i]ot argtring for community 
approval of the Biological Surv^r's 
proposal to estaMish a 7.500-acre 
waterfowl sanctuary on Back Bay. 
The arguments advanced In op- 
position to the plan by Piinoess 
Anne officials seem to merit little 
discusdon, for not even they may 
argue that the temporary loss of 
a small amount of tax funds will 
endanger, even in slight degree, 
the financial standing of the 
coimty. 

That some few game-keepers 
and guides may lose their J(As 
Is a condition ever to be regretted, 
but, we would point out. unlen 
some drastic action Is taken m. 
conserve and restore the wUd duck 
supply they are almost certain to 
lose their Jobs anyway, for a fur- 
ther reduction in the amount of 
game to be found in the Back Bay 
uea and further restrictions wi 
hunting will make their positions 
extremely unprofitable. And, what 
matter if a few private hunting 
dub operators are inconvenienced? 
If they are true sportsihen. it 
seems to us that they would be 
the first to applaud the conserva- 
tion program which the survey is 
sponsoring. 

Ill commenting on the proposed 
refuge, the editor ot the Pilot 
wrote as follows: 

"The more the proposal Is 
studied the sounder, we believe. It 
will appMr. For the past twenty 
years, it not longer, the sportsmen 
^rf the community have wrestled 
with the psroblem of restoring 
-to the Back Bay area the wildfowl 
tmpulatlon that once made It a 
.mortsman's paradise. Every mea- 
jMue— including the redammlng of 
a caniU at a cost of several hun. 
dred thousand dollars— faUed. 

"The one measure that Is like- 
ly not to fall, because It has suc- 
ceeded elsewhere, is the estabUsh- 
ment of a sanctuary in which 
wildfowl can winter in security. 
iBudi sanctuaries are found to the 
north and south, but not in Vir- 
gtnta. It Is the beUef of the Bio- 
logical Survey, based on wide ex- 
•pertence, that Instead of diminish- 
ins Ute number of ducks open to 
shoollng on adjacent plropertpr. 
the wtabllshment ot a sanctuary 
would increase It. 

•The coraervatlon objective is 
unpottant enough to enlist all in- 
terested parUes in a common ei- 
fort. even It « involves, at the out- 
aH a small loss of public revenue 
4W a slight contraction of private 
privilege. In the end »<> Pjlvate 
or puWic interest will suffer, but 
both wlU gain."

braeflt of those less fortunate, 
very little has been directed speci- 
fically toward the cause of eco- 
nomic education — undoubtedly 
true to the fact that the impor- 
tance of that problem has only 
recently become generally recog- 
nised as one in which everyone is 
vitally concerned. The appaUtog 
ignorance of the man to the street 
as regards current economic prob- 
lems makes understandable the 
need fw such education, and. we 
assert, even though the theme of 
I such instruction as may be pro- 
vided is conservative in the ex- 
treme. It should do much to in- 
troduce a rational approach to 
the study of economic problems 
based on fact rather than mere 
propaganda and fancy 

The Sloan Foundation, accord- 
ing to the announcement, while 
undertaking to promote activities 
to Its own behalf, wUl give pre- 
ference to encouraging through 
ftoanclal grants and' otherwise 
such useful agencies as already 
exist, thus stimulating a broader 
approach to the common objec- 
tive. However, its activities will 
be limited to the areas of educa- 
tlMi and research. What agencies 
will benefit from the foundation 
Is still a mystery, but It carj be 
assumed that they will be those 
which have been active to check 
ing radical governmental experl- 
ments In our economic life and 
those which have the blessing of 
the conservative bloc of business- 
men. 

"Having been connected with 
Industry during my entire life."

in the prwnature development of 
the degerrerative dlieases of mid- 
dle life aie some of the so-called 
minor ^ildhoQd Infections and 
the lack of proper childhood 
nourishment; which means that. 
a very deftolte proportion of Vir- 
ginia's pomiation, because of 
these haricli^apping conditions, is 
physically unable to cope suc- 
cessfully with life's grind. 

It happens that Dr. Riggin has 
here called attention to a public 
health problem that is Of special 
significance to Virginia. When

100,000 white rural families living 
on an tocome of $600 a year or less 
there are a great many children 
who are not receiving sufficient 
nourishment. This has been re- 
cognised by school authorities and 
parent-teacher associations, who 
have been doing all they could 
to supply tbe remedy. In some of 
the cltlea ot the State, by provid- 
ing mlUt and hot lunches, either 
free or at very small cost. 

Dr. Rlggto notes some of the 
"strides In preventive and applied 
medicbw" that have been tdcen 
to recent years. In spite of these, 
the strides taken by the public 
health program in Virginia in re- 
cent years — with respect to the 
kind of organisation that makes 
preventive medicine really applic- 
able—have not covered a territory 
as long gnd as wide as could be 
dmhed. Dr. Rlggto speaks of the 
"24 rural health dlsUlcta estab- 
lished by the State Department of 
Health, eml»actog activities In 47 
countlM,'; but this means that 
less Uian half the countin of the 
State are embraced by these 
health imlta at the present time.

But it is to the best 
interests of labor to limit these 
appeals for public ^nipport and 
to make them as definite and clear 
cut as possible. ^ — ^ 

Unnecessary friction and host!- 
lity are created when a man not 
a party to a labor dispute wakes 
up one morning to find his bud- 
ness picketed because some one 
else has a labor dispute. He-rareljr 
has means of Judgtog the mertto 
of the dispute. There is no rea- 
son why he should be toned to 
choose between one side or tht 
other. There Is no reason why he 
may not remain neutral. 

The very basis of organised soc- 
lety rests on the view that prlvata 
quarrels are to ibe settled br tov. 
ernmental tribunals. When . a 
man and his wife fall out there 
is no reason why every tteigbbor 
on the block must take sides be- 
tween them or be denounced aa 
unfair. 

Nor is there any reason why to 
a dispute between an employer 
and his unl<m other empUq^^ 
should be forced to take sides for 
or against. Third parUes have 
the right to maintain friendly re« 
lations with both sides. There is 
no need Hb make a public tug- ot- 
war out ot a private dispute. '^ 

There was a time when the 
courte, both State and fMeral. 
forbade and MiJotoed seoobdary 
boycott, that attitude, to renmt 
years, has changed. The rifht to 
picket In secondary boytbtt wa» 
upheld in this State in IBIT, and 
the Supreme Court this year, to 
upholdtog the constituUonaUty of 
the Wisconsin alnti4nJunction 
law. held that picketing was^'" 
form of free speech and thus pn»> 
tected by tbe CtmsUtutlon. 

Nevertheless we believe that If 
labor is wise it will make use of 
these rights sparingly and dis- 
creetly; that it runs the risk of 
dividtog the community Into boa. 
tile classes If it does not do so; 
that It It does not regulate itself 
effectively to this mattn* tlMne 
will toevltaUy be regulaUon by 
law.— New York Bventor^^«wt.

RemarkaUy human and re- 
maikaMy oomplete is M» bio- 
grsphy of iMttum's discoverer, 
"Madame Curie", written by her 
daughter Eve Curie. For those 
who have never considered, and 
for those who have considered 
without understanding the pure, 
thin flame of scientific zeal, it 
win be a revelation of new woti- 
ders. 

Speculation over the compon- 
ents of genius is an idle pastime, 
but a fasctaiatlng one. The coin- 
cidence of a national oppression 
and a tremendous will seems to 
have Ijeen the force which lifted 
Muiya Sklodovska's talents to the 
heights of achievement. Even so. 
tliere remains that mysterijus eiJi 
ment to be wondered over, the 
accident or the additional spar!; 
which elevates one of many gifted 
persons out of an Identical en- 
viionment. Certainly the young 
Polish girl In the earlier part of 
this narrative might have become 
simply an especially capable gov- 
erness or professor without too 
much violence to her apparent 
destiny. 

Manya. later known to the world 
as Mme. Cuiie. was the daughter 
of a teacher in Russian Poland. 
Her father, one of the numerous 
minor nobility, was forbidden any 
place of prominence simply be- 
cause he was a Pole. Even his 
classes had to be taught in Rus- 
sian and a Russian master, 
suspicious and overbear- 
ing, ruled over the school. 
That he was no mere pedant is 
evident, tat he kept abteast of 
the latest acWeveme^ts in the 
world of physics, and hto studies 
were unceasing. There is no telling 
what he might have accomplish- 
ed under favorable circumstances, 
but fate decreed that he should 
leave it to his children to dis. 
tinguish themselves. 

■Rie spirit of Poland was uncon- 
queralde. and revolutionaries were 
tlie heioes of Manya's girlhood. 
Yet by the time she reached adole- 
senie. tlie country's restlessness 
under the Csar had taken a new 
direction. Seeing that nothhtg 
^uld be gained by insurrection 
and bloodshed, the new genera- 
tlon determined to give lip service 
to the oppressors while at Uie 
same tiipe educating the Ptriia^ 



helped her. Manya sentenced 
terself to yMurs as a governess to 
make ttie scheme work, and there 
were thnes when she gave up an 
hope of being anything matt than 
a teacher of rich people's chil. 
drra. 

Ftaially the caD from Bionya 
came. BerseU now a ctoctor, and 
married to a successful young 
physician, she was aUe to help 
Manya substantially. Tiet the 
younger girl had still to survive 
starvation and numbing csAA to 
pursue her studies In physics at 
the Sorbonne. Part of her suffer- 
ing was caused only by her own 
absorption in her work, by her for- 
getting to eat. Once she fainted 
from weakness and Bronya's khid- 
ly husband, discovering the stu- 
dent's condition and its causes, 
carried her home to the older 
sister and a beefsteak. After that 
they forced Manya to take care 
of herself. 

This briUiant and ibeautiful 
young student attiacted much 
\ notice among men, yet she 1 
spumed all advances. Love was 
not for her, she thought. Her 
only experience with it had been 
during her years as governess, 
when her marriage to the son of 
her employer was ^1 evented by 
his family. It was forttmate the 
early romance was broken off, for 
with Pierre Curie, a young French 
scientist, she found perfect union. 

The facts of the life of Pierre 
and Maiie Curie are fairly well 
known to the public. The story 
of their work together through 
years to isolate radium, and of 
her continuance alone after his 
death to apply the discovery, is 
one that has never been toM so 
well and will never be told so well 
again as it is here.

Virginte Bsach home, died! ^id- 
denly of a heart attack at Ms 
I'orfcdk residence on Mbnday 
morning and was buried in Pur- 
est Lawn Cenatery early Weibies- 
day aftonoon. Mr. Lu^ord 
was in his f if ty.f if th' year at the 
time of his death. 

Although busily ei^aged in per- 
forming the duties inci^fent to the 
oifUx of referee In bankruptcy t<x 
the United' States District Court 
in Norfolk, which positicm he had 
iMld f<Hr several years.

Outstanding Highlights In the News of 1937 



January 15 -Unmistakeable signs 
of permanent progressive develop- 
ment in this community are found 
in figures released by the Builders 
and Contractors Exchange detail- 
ing the sums spent in 1936 for new 
building.

The major honors for "You 
Have Seen Their Faces" go to 
Miss Bourke- White for her splen- 
did pictum of these hungry. 
' hopeless, snuff-stained, vermin, 
ridden, exhausted pe(9te of the 
woriMMit cottm lands. Caldwell's 
nde of accompanist is fulfilled to 
perfection. He writes his analysis 
of the situation in a styte that is 
positive and straightforward, yet 
pictorial: he writes italicized 
pages and captims. which repre- 
sent hte idea of what the people 
in these pictures are thinUng. It 
te eur to believe they are thhik. 
ing Just what he says: 

"SnWf is an almighty help 
when your teech ache." 

"I suppose there is plenty to eat 
somewhere If you can find it; the 
cat always does." 

"SMnetimes I tell my, husband 
we couldn't be worse off if we 
tried." 

"I remember when that auto- 
moWte was a mighty pretty thing 
to lide around in." 

"It ain't hardly worth the 
trouble to go on living." 

Caldwell declares ctearly that 
there is no point in making out a 
case against anyone because of 
the farm tenant system. He is 
concerned only with a living plan 
by which the tenant, owning 
nothing, gives the landlord half 
the product of his year's labor as 
rent, while the rest goes for debts 
long ago established to buy food 
and fertilizer. 

It is a degrading, vicious clrcte 
wiuch destrdys the people and the 
land. Most of the cotton soil ex- 
cept that of the Mississippi delta 
and the Alabama black belt has 
long ago been rendered unfit for 
the crop— most of it by the old 
cotton empire. The only Incentive 
now, as then. Is to make as much 
money as quickly as possible, 
without regard to tlic .exults. 

I am inclined to agree with 
Caldwell when he says "There is 
no ^idence to show that any plan 
thus far advocated will hi itself 
be sufficient to change the eco- 
nomic condition of the Southern 
tenant farmer." However. I am 
not as sure as he is that union- 
hntion U^e answer. The method 




may be ccmtributoiy. but only if 
the landlords will cocwerate. To 
give W> privileges long known as 
their rights, tlwy wiU require as 
much education as the tenants 
need. 

There te a posslMlity that an 
entire economic upheaval In the 
South might eliminate the tenant 
proUem. In that case, ttie fate 
of the hidividual tenant woold be 
another problem in Itself. But the 
collapse of the market for Ameri- 
can cotton, due to rocketing for- 
eign production and cheap cotton 
substitutes, may easily drive the 
South to new occupations or to 
starvation.
